arm.  the  deUlls  of  what!  occurred 
immediately  after  the  mishap  were 
omitted.  They  were  recounted  yes- 
terday  by  Mr.  H.  Stcverson,  one  who 
took  ah  active  part  In  rendering  the 
victim  what  assistance  was  possible, 
and  the  story  brings  the  trio  indi- 
cated Into  such  prominence,  with  re- 
spect to  courage  and  self-reliance.

awaiting  shipments  of  apples.  Theae 
cars  are  conveyed  on  barges  to  and 
from  the  end  of  the  railway  at  Okan- 
agan  Landing.  Here  is  being  done  for 
the  fruit  trade  what  the  Colonist  has 
alwaya  said  would  be  done  for  the  lum- 
trade  on  the  Weat  Coast  of  Vancouver 
laland. 

We  left  the  steamer  at  Bummerland. 
after  a  sail   of  7S   miles,  and  at  Sum- 
merland    we    went    to   the   ^ple   Show. 
Thin  exhibition  was  displayed  In  Ellison 
Hall,   a   building   erected   for   such   pur- 
poses, a  very  excellent  and  commodious 
structure,   situated   In   what   la  to  be  a 
very   fine   park.        I   have  seen  flne  die- 
plays  of  apples  In  the  hlsetem  Provinces 
and  the  Eastern  States;  1  have  seen  flne 
displays    at    Victoria;    I    have    attended 
the    Naw    Westminster    Exhibition    and 
was  at  tbe  Vancouver  Apple  Show.  But 
nothing  I  had  prevloualy  seen  prepared 
me    for    th«   dlaplay   at    Summerland.    I 
may  as  well  be  frank  and  aay  that  In 
common   with    th«  rest  of  our  party,   I 
did    not    suppose    such    a    collection    of 
apples  could   be  got   together  anywhere 
In    the    world.    The    qualities    which    go 
to  make  up    good  applea  are  slae,  juici- 
ness, freedom  from  blemish,  uniformity, 
color  and  flavor.  In  all  points  the  applea 
shown    were    everything    that    could    be 
wished.     The  most  striking  feature  was 
their  color,   for  this  the  eye  took  In  at 
once.    That  la  why  color  la  so  Important 
In   an   apple    Intended    for   sale.  It  'ap- 
peals  to   the  eye,   whicb   is  the  first  of 
our  organa  of  sens*  to  pronounce  Judg- 
ment upon  «nythln«  material.  Brliltaht 
seems  a  strange  word  to  use  In  connec- 
tion with  a  dlaplay  of  apples,  but  It  IS 
appropriate    to    the    Summerland    show. 
The  colors  varied   from  the  deep,  dark 
red    of    the    King   David    to    the    bright 
characteristics    of    tbe    Ureenings.    The 
most  striking  were  perhaps     the    'Mc- 
intosh   Reds   and  ths   Winter   Bananas. 
I  have  never  observed  the  latter  In  Vic- 
toria, but  they  muat  be  the  most  beauti- 
ful applea   grown.     They  are  a  golden 
yellow,  blending  Into  s  rich     red.       In 
alas'  they   vary  from  wbaX  Is  luiuble 
for  deesert  to  a  weight  of  half  a  pound. 
A    very    notable    feaiufe  of    this   apple 
show   was   the  assembly  ol   what  ntay 
be  called  "trophies,"  where  the  fruit  was 
shown  amid  decorated  nurrouadlnga.    Of 
these  there  were  several  and  the  taate 
dlaplayed   In   them   was  eloquent   testi- 
mony to  the  quality  of  the  people  who 
produced    the    fmlt.    Further   testimony 
was  afforded   by  the  exhibition  of  wo- 
men's work,     tiuch  a  collection  of  arti- 
cles could  only  come  out  of  houiies  of 
eduoatl<ni  and  rsAnement

There 
may.  of  course,  come  a  time  when  the 
assessed   value   of    the     land    cannot    be 
Increased    without  ,  exceeding      Us   sale 
value.      When      that      happens.      If    the 
municipality      needa     more     revenue.   It 
win   have  to   Increase  its  rate.

There  Is  a  movement  throughout  the 
eltlee   of  the  United  States  that  aeems 
worthy  of  ImlUtlon  on  this  side  of  the 
line.     It  is  that  of  making  each  school- 
house  a   centre   where   the  parents   and 
older  brothers  and  sisters  may  meet  for 
recreation     and     mutual     Improvement.

The  mayor  began  to  explain  the  mat- 
ter of  the  Ulnden  avenue  grade,  but  he 
was  told  by  Alderman  Humber  he  was 
"Wls-manaKlng  the  truth."

between  ^he  engineer  and  Che  solicitor 
and  other  officials  are  amicable.  Be- 
cause of  the  outrageous  treatment  ac- 
corded the  solicitor  at  last  Friday 
night's  meeting  when  a  motion  was 
paafied  exonerating  the  city  clerk  and 
the  engineer  of  the  charge  ot  forgory, 
thereby  reflecting  upon  the.  •ollollor, 
that  official  had  rushed  out  of  the 
council  chamber  and  later  returned  and 
handed  the  mayor  his  resignation  as  a 
proteat  against   the  council's  aotloq. 

"But  I,  as  mayor,  prevailed  upon  him 
to   withdraw    it."    remarked    the    mayor. 

Alderman  W.  P.  FuUerton  declared

and  some  hunters  were  shipped  at  Jed 
way.  but  th»  other  waa  not  replaced,  and 
the'  schooner  went  north  witli  seven 
boats,  instead  of  the  eight  with  which 
she  left  Victoria.  Those  on  the  Pes- 
cawha state  that  the  boat's  crews  plan- 
ned the  desertion,  and  one  boatload  left 
tl.(  schooner  the  day  prior  to  the  deser- 
tion,   but      returned      owing      to    heavy 

weather. 

The  cruise  at  the  otter  grounds  was 
dlsapMnttng.  The  Thomas  F.  Bayard 
was  the  only  one  of  the  four  schooners 
which  took  any  sea  otters,  and  »he  cap- 
tured seven.  The  weather  was  not  good. 
Otter  hunting  can  only  be  carried  out 
when  the  sea  Is  calm.  The  schooner 
Everett  Hays,  of  Ounalaska,  a  vessel 
sailing  under  the  United  States  flag,  also 
took  seven  otter  skins  and  another 
United  Slates  schooner  was  as  unsuc- 
cessful as   the   rcscawha. 

Xuoh  Bad  Woatbov 

The  schooner  went  into  Bering  sea  on 

August    2nd,   and    from    that    time    until 

she   left   soon   after      th«      UeKinnlng   of 

October,   bad    weather    prevailed.     There 

were    about    thirty    ■•  -anesti    sealers    In 

the  ses,  and   their  catches   ranged   from 

40V  to  SOO  -kins,  tha  topllners  h-log  two 

achooners    In    charge'  of    Billy    Dewttte 

and  Alec  Ritchie,  former  Victorians,  who 

have    been    engaged    for   nome   years    on 

Japanese    vessels,    the      former      getting 

about   800   skins,   and     the      latter      700. 

Ritchie    was      imprisoned      for    eighteen 

months  at  Valdes  with   the  crew  of  the 

schooner  Klnsel  Maru.  seized  two  years 

ago  when  Inside  the  three,  mile  limit  at 

St    Paul  island   with   rlgijlng   fakeU  and 

•  ft  paper  amokestack  arranged  with     the 

hope   that    the    revenue     cutters      might 

mistake  her  for  one  of  them  In  the  tog. 

Three  branded  skins  were  included  In 

the  catch  of  the  Pescawha  In  Bering  sea. 

The  ijranda  were  different  to  those  form- 

♦rlv  made  across  the  hack.     They  were 

on  "the   head  of    the    seals,    and   did   not 

spoil  the  skin. 

The  Pescawha  left  English  Bay  on 
October  lOth.  and  on  her  Way  south  ran 
Into  a  heavi-  gale.  With  double  reefed 
foresail  she  ran  before  the  storm,  ship- 
ping seas  occasionally,  logging  fourteen 
koota  She  had  good  weather  after  the 
blow  ended,  and  ma'de  a  «ood  run  to 
Victoria.  The  Jessie,  which  reached 
Clayoquot  yesterday  and  the  Thomas  F. 
Bayard  and  Lady  Mine  left  at  the  same 
time,  and  are  probably  on  the  coast 
now,  the  former  going  to  Kyuquot  to 
land  her  Indians  and  the  latter  to  Hes- 
quolt.  The  Thomas  F.  Bayard  is  top- 
liner  with  a  catch  of  «40  sealaklns  and 
acven  sea  otters,  and  the  l>ady  Mine  baa 
I7S  skins. 

The  vessels  hunted  at  a  considerable 
distance  from  the  seal  rookeries  this 
aeason,  gnd  non»  wora  boardsA  by  the 
patrol  vessela  The  pescawha  went  first 
to  tiw  northwest  of  the  Islands  and  took 
faw  seals  there  owing  to  f^is  bad 
weather.  Bhe  thMi  went  to  the  gouth- 
saat.  about  a  htmdred  miles  dlsUnt  from 
th*  rookery,  whws  the  most  of  her  catch 
»aa  taken.  The  Japsnese  gcbooners 
made  a  cordon  around  the  seal  Islands, 
keeping  Just     outside     the     threa  mils 

limit.

cation. As  most  of  these  lota  were  pur- 
.  chased  for  one  or  two  hundred  dftllars. 
It  would  appear  that  the  clients  of  the 
townslte  company  have  not,  as  a  rule, 
fared  too  badly. 

To  sum  up  the  situation  at  Fort 
George,  the  town«lte  company  has  car- 
rle<l  out  Its  pledges  to  Its  cltGhti  In 
full.  It  has  spent  on  actual  work 
on  the  townslte  $181,000.  It  haa  built 
roads,  cleared  lots,  graded  streets,  laid 
wb}<>w<«lks  and  made  every  preparation 
that  time  and  oppcirtwnlty  would  permit 
for  the  coming  development.  While  the 
subdivision  haa  been  extended  beyond 
the  requirements  of  the  next  few  years 
yet  the  future  Of  the  town  warrants 
an  extension  beyond  the  ordinary  divi- 
sional   point   area. 

The  charges  against  the  tow'nslte  com- 
pany  are    mainly   on    three   counts,    mis- 
representation tn  advertising,  intriguing 
with    the   Indians  against     the     railway 
regarding    the   Indian    reserve,    and    per- 
sonal accusations  against  the  president 
of  the  company.

J.   Ham- 
mond,  the  president  of  the  Natural  Re- 
sources   Security    company,    the    editor 
of    the    South    Fort    Oeorge    paper    waa 
unable  to  offer  any  convincing  evidance 
of  the  truth  of  his  charges  which  fur- 
ther  investigation      has   shown     to     bo 
utterly    without    fptf^a^n^  aitd    which 
are  admittedlyprompted  by  a  spirit  of 
revenge.
